On motion of Bro. Paul de Schweinitz, a resolution was 
adopted fixing the fourth Thursday of September as the date 
for the annual meeting of the society, and notice was given that 
at the annual meeting of 1908 the following resolution, amend- 
ing the Constitution accordingly, will be presented : 

Resolved, That Article X of the 'Constitution be amended by 
striking out the words "in the month of September on such day 
as the Executive Board shall appoint," and substituting therefor 
the words "on the fourth Thursday of September," so that the 
first sentence of Article X shall read "The Annual Meeting shall 
be 'held on the fourth Thursday of September."

The "Vesper," at 1.45 p.m. 

This day having been appointed for the celebration of the 
fiftieth anniversary of the organization of the Society, as well 
as for the formal opening of the addition to the Whitefield 
House, erected by Bro. Wm. H. Jordan in memory of his 
father, the late Francis H. Jordan, a larger number than usual 
of members, friends and invited guests were present at the af- 
ternoon gathering. The assemblage numbered one hundred 
and ninety-nine. While they entered the enlarged Hall of the 
Society and took their places, several chorals were rendered 
by the trombone choir of the Nazareth church, whereupon the 
extension of the building and the memorial tablet to the mem- 
ory of Francis H. Jordan were formally presented by Bro. 
Paul de Schweinitz, representing the donor, Bro. Wm. H. Jor- 
dan, who was not present, to the Society for Propagating the 
Gospel, the association which holds the title of the property 
in trust, and at the conclusion of his remarks he passed the keys 
of the building to Bishop Levering, the President of the latter 
Society. Bishop Levering responded, accepting the building 
in the name of the Society, and formally declared it open for 
the uses for which it was intended. 

The collation followed, after which the names of the mem- 
bers of the society who passed away since the last annual 
meeting were read, and the usual tribute was paid to their 
memory. They are : Bishop Henry J. Van Vleck, the Rev. F. 
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F. Hagen, Robert H. Sayre, J. Cennick Harvey, Miss Minnie 
Cope, Miss Alice H. Bricker and W. H. Schneebeli.

By Prof. Albert G. Rau, M.S., Historical Sketch of the White- 
field House. 

By the Rev. Henry A. Jacobson, M.A., History of the 
Moravian Historical 'Society from 1857 to 1907, a period of 
fifty years. 

The President then communicated the names of those socie- 
ties which had been invited to send representatives to partici- 
pate in these semi-centennial exercises, as well as letters of re- 
gret from those wlio found it impossible to respond in person 
to these invitations.

ciety of Berks County; Dr. F. C. Johnson, Treasurer of the 
Wyoming Historical and Genealogical Society ; Mr. Charles R. 
Roberts, Secretary of the Lehig'h County Historical Society, 
and Bishop J. Taylor Hamilton, of the German Moravian His- 
torical Society, Herrnhut.
